Geological Survey. 

One advaDloge to bo oblainod nndor 
Confederation, and it is by no means 
an unimportant onei ia a thorough and 
Bystematlc geological Burvey of tho 
coaniry. Here we are, in the eleventh 
year'of thi& lJiitiisralogloal history of tho 
colony, go to sponk, still profoundly ig- 
' noraHt of its geological slruoturo and 
mineral doposits; for althoaRh full sixty 
millions ot gold bu8 boon taken out, and 
although rich quarU and 8ii?er and cop< 
A ^P®5 7?los.h«^v,e, |p?^Aiill'?P?«,J'*8 upon 
attention,, yet we only know enough to 
Bhow us oar pVofound ignorance. Nor 
can anytlifng'like an intelligont koowK 
edge of the mineral woallh of this coun- 
try be acquired until a goological sur- 
vey bup been made. Such a knowledge 
/>Dce acqaired wonld prove of incalou- 
Table value in many ways. In themaN 
ter of roadimaking alone it is iraportftiit 
' that we should bo guided to a ocriuin 
extent by a knowlodKc of ibe poal;ion 
and oxtonL of niiui.Tdl deposits. Hith- 
erto onr road-making lias been carried 
•I ' on very mncb in the dark ia this respect^ 
and many thousands of revenue have 
been utterly wuatecJ; anougli, in all 
probability, bas boon thus Irittcred uwny 
to moot tho expense of a survey. Tlion, 
again, in tho matter of attracting pop- 
ulation and capital, how allimpoi timt it 
is thatta ^arvey ahould be made. It is 
believed that this country is enormous^ 
; ly rich in miaera'-.i of all kinds, ThiU 
I belief is founded upon tho gcucn.l ooii- 
i figuration of tho country, as cursurily 
K viewed by tho unsciontlQc oyo, well oi;- 
dorsod, doubtless, by the outcroppitigs 
n and the 8ballow-» digfRiDgB^evarywhqre 
perceptible. Yet a belief of this kind, 
however firmly grounded iu our 
own minds, must be regarded as 
7 altogether too vague and bppothet- 
ioal to attract population to any largo 
•ajj extent, and notoriously too much eo lu 
'^i attrnot that ,, most cautious, ooy and 
fienaltiye of all things, cupitul. J3ac, let 
'■" a thorough geological auryay bo made 
by a staff of competent men; and, us- 
Burning that the result would bo aoch 
as to justify present expoctatioua and 
^ belief in regard to tho miiioral wealth of 
the colony, we would not hive long to 
wait either lor population or capitul. 
Both would flow in as fust ns ibcy 
could bo employed. Another eminently 
practical advantage to bo derived from 
such a survey would consist in ita opor- 
ating as a guide to prospectors. Nov-'. 
they bavo ' to go it blind,' to employ a 
localism, and very much of the energy, 
time and means of the hardy prospector 
are now wasted, simply from tho want u{ 
anything like & knowledge of ihe 
general geolog cal conformation oi 
the country. In this respect incalculable 
waste might be avoided. The Cana- 
dian Governmmnt has already giron 
practical proof of its appreciati jn of ihe 
importance of a geological survey ol 
the|country committed to its charge. In 
its employment ia found a most ellicient 
Btaff of survcyrs, nnaer xUat, -miuenl 
Canadian geologist, Sir Williamljogan ; 
and the earnestness with which it is 
. proposed to prosecute a survey of '.be 
' i)()mlniori may be inferred from the cir- 
cumstance of ono hundred ihousaud 
dollars of Federal revenue being upccifi- 
cally set apart for that pariicuJnr eer- 
Tice. Now, tbore is no part of Briti.-,b 
America presumably so important .-.a 
this cunbiderod in a miuerulogical ua- 
pact'; and whenever British (Jolumbin 
becomes a Province of the Domiuion 
it will De aliko our own interest and that 
of Canada ihat the mineral wealth of 
this section should no longer remain 
under the dark cloud of ignorance and 
naeertamby which has up to the pro- 
pent moment enveloped it. These cou- 
alderation's will entitle us to uak, and it 
is ' not 'too much to expect the Uaiiadi- 
an Government to extend to us the 
early benefits of a thorough g^logical
